PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  SECTION  OF  REPORT 


Water  Supplies 

No  notable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  second  phase  of  the  district  water  scheme  by 
the  hater  Board.  House  connections  were  however  made  as 
required  in  the  parishes  served  by  the  mains  laid  in  the 
first  phase,  and  were  of  great  benefit  especially  during 
the  late  summer. 

That  part  of  the  district  not  covered  by  phase  1 was 
still  dependant  on  wells,  springs  and  small  estate  supplies. 
Problems  of  shortage  in  two  parishes  occurred,  but  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Water  Board  these  were  dealt  with  as  they 
arose . 


Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  during  the  year.  Five  were  satisfactory 
and  seven  were  unsatisfactory.  Advice  as  to  measures  to 
improve  supplies  was  given  where  required. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  three  schemes  before  the  Ilinistry  relate  to 
modernisation  of  works  and  treatment  at  the  two  existing 
works  of  Eardisley  and  Pembridge,  and  the  proposed  sewering 
and  relevant  disposal  works  at  Lyonshall.  Further  information 
in  respect  of  these  schemes  was  supplied  to  the  Ilinistry 
during  the  year.  With  the  advent  of  water  mains  in  these 
parishes  the  urgency  of  these  schemes  is  very  apparent. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  work  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  quantity  collected  increases 
annually  and  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient 
tipping  sites  is  creating  a problem.  At  present  four  tips 
are  in  operation,  but  a fifth  is  urgently  needed.  Crude 
tipping  is  employed  but  this  is  interfered  with  by  unauthor- 
ised tipping  of  large  objects  such  as  car  bodies  and  oil 
drums  despite  warning  notices  against  such  depositing. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Systematic  survey  and  treatment,  parish  by  parish, 
has  been  carried  out,  and  rat  infestation  throughout  the 
district  has  been  kept  under  control.  In  addition  to 
private  and  business  property,  the  Council^  sewers  and 
disposal  works,  together  with  the  refuse  ties,  received 
routine  attention.

HOUSING 


There  was  no  Council  house  building  during  the  year, 
but  plans  of  bungalows  for  elderly  persons  in  the  parish  of 
Whitney«-on— Wye  were  approved  and  for  which  tenders  were 
subsequently  invited.  It  was  hoped  to  start  building  early 
in  the  new  year. 

Five  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise 
and  five  others  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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HOUSING  (Continued) 


Eight  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  towards 
the  cost  of  improvements  to  private  dwellings  were  received 
during  the  year,  six  were  approved  and  two  refused.  Eighteen 
applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  also  received  and 
approved,  the  total  grants  approved  amounting  to  £3,0o0. 

The  general  trend  of  improvements  to  private  property  in  the 
district  was  therefore  well  maintained. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  two  private  slaughterhouses  were  still  in  use  in 
the  district.  One  of  these  was  modernised  during  the  year 
to  comply  with  the  regulations.  The  other  one  could  not 
"bo  modernised  by  reason  of  bad  location  and  disrepair,  and  plans 
were  approved  for  a replacement  on  a more  suitable  site.  This 
building  is  well  under  way  and  should  be  ready  in  the  early 
part  of  1963. 

Routine  visits  were  made  on  all  occasions  of  slaughtering, 
the  number  of  animals  inspected  being  as  follows 

Cattle  l68 
Sheep  589 
La.mbs  254 

The  quantity  of  meat  rejected  as  unfit  for  consumption 
was  relatively  slight,  consisting  of  the  following: 

1 carcase  of  pig. 

108  lb.  offal. 

This  reflects  the  very  high  quality  meat  which  is 
available  for  sale  in  the  district. 

Twentyseven  visits  were  made  to  other  food  premises 
where  conditions  generally  were  satisfactory,  due  consideration 
being  given  to  the  age  of  the  buildings  concerned  and  the 
availability  or  otherwise  of  essential  services.
